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CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


L  REJECTION  OF  BIDS:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with 
the  value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional 
advance,  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would 
be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

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FOREWORD 


THE  American  Collection  of  Robert  A.  Jordan,  Esq.,  is  that  of  an 
amateur  who  has  been  interested  in  Colonial  furniture  for  over  thirty 
years;  Air.  Jordan  resided  for  many  years  at  Haverhill,  Mass.,  where 
is  the  old  house  of  the  Saltonstall  family,  built  by  Dr.  Nathaniel  Saltonstall 
of  Harvard  in  1788,  and  from  which  several  of  the  present  pieces,  including 
the  Doctor's  tester  bed  (No.  389),  are  derived,  and  which  may  be  of  inter- 
est to  the  distinguished  members  of  the  family  who  still  reside  in  the  States 
of  Massachusetts  and  New  York. 

Mr.  Jordan  also  collected  not  only  in  the  vicinity  of  Haverhill,  but  along 
the  Merrimac  Valley  and  in  the  southern  part  of  New  Hampshire,  from 
which  comes  much  of  the  glass.  Of  interesting  acquisitions,  the  chief  is  the 
famous  claw-and-ball  foot  wing  armchair  from  the  George  Washington  estate 
of  Mt.  Vernon  (No.  365)  which  passed  through  the  possession  of  Major 
Benjamin  Poore,  of  Newbury,  Mass.,  and  Alfred  Ordway,  Esq.,  of  Haver- 
hill, from  whose  executors  it  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Jordan,  as  described  in 
the  text.    One  or  two  pieces  are  from  the  old  New  England  churches. 

A  large  group  of  the  quaint  early  glassware,  pewter  utensils,  Stafford- 
shire and  the  so-called  Chinese  Lowestoft  porcelain,  together  with  about 
eighty  hooked  rugs,  was  amassed  by  Mr.  Jordan.  The  furniture  is  of  great 
variety  and  interest,  especial  emphasis  being  laid  on  the  Chippendale  and 
Sheraton  chairs,  bureaux  and  sideboards,  and  Mr.  Jordan's  great  Hepple- 
white  dining  table  (No.  378)  described  and  illustrated  in  Mary  H.  North- 
end's  well-known  "Historic  Homes  in  New  England." 

A  large  William  and  Mary  walnut  highboy  (No.  197)  was  bought  by 
this  collector  from  the  Shackford  family  of  New  Hampshire,  where  it  had 
been  for  six  generations,  and  a  lowboy  is  from  the  Harrod  Tavern  in  Haver- 
hill, formerly  on  the  site  of  the  City  Hall  and  well  known  to  antiquarians  of 
New  England.  Several  important  sets  of  chairs  of  the  second  half  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  in  numbers  now  unprocurable,  were  bought  at  a  time 
when  the  field  was  as  yet  unexplored ;  many  of  the  earlier  slat-  and  banister- 
back  chairs  and  the  Windsors  are  of  the  best  of  their  kind.  A  great  assort- 
ment of  tables  includes  at  least  two  important  gateleg  pieces  in  fine  condition, 
to  which  attention  has  been  lately  drawn  by  the  record  price  paid  for  a 
Maine  example  at  a  recent  sale  held  by  the  Association;  and  a  beautiful  pair 
of  Sheraton  card-tables  inlaid  in  satinwood.  In  all,  an  assemblage  of  im- 
portance and  distinction.
